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School Department 
Budget Up Over 
1938 Expenditures 


A tentative budget of $189,035, 
only $68 less than the all-time high 
of a year ago, was adopted by the 
school board Tuesday night. A 
number of large savings had been 
made during the year, principally 
one of $2880 in transportation and 
$900 in noon-day care, with the re- 
sult that the ‘board turned back 
nearly $1800 into the town treas- 
ury, so that actually the $68 de- 
crease is an increase of around 
$1700. 

The budget as adopted includes 
the West Center and North schools. 
This matter, however, has not been 
settled as yet, with another meet- 
ing scheduled for next Tuesday. 

Attorneys (Fred H. Haton and 
Walter Tomlinson were present as 
representatives of the Taxpayers’ 
association. They will report their 
findings to the directors later, 

In the first item in the budget, 
General Expense, there was a dis- 
cussion of the office and traveling 
expense account. Here last year a 
total of only $268 was spent, the 
superintendent not having charged 
for transportation last year, while 
the budget estimate called for $350 
office expense and $260 traveling 
expense, a total of $610, or $342 
more than was actually spent. 
When the superintendent stated 
that if he had put in a bill for 
traveling, it would have been about 
$150, a motion was made that the 
travel item (be cut from $260 to} 
$150 and the office expense from 
$350 to $300, still a total of $182 
more than was actually spent, but 
there was no second. 

The rest of the budget was 
adopted with little question. In- 
creases over last year are: expense , 
of instruction, $1651; repairs, $1800, | 
including a $3000 plumbing job at 
Bradlee; fuel, $245; general ex- 
pense, $75. Decreases are: trans- 
portation, $2880; janitors, $64; jani- 
tors’ supplies, $175; new equip- 
ment, $150; miscellaneous, $570. 
Other items remain the same.

In this spot yesterday there re- 
posed a _ sizzling hot editorial, 
prompted by the many reports 
which reached our ears to the ef- 
fect that people calling the By aks 
W. office to complain about the 
snow removal job were told that 
it was the Taxpayers’ association’s, 
the selectmen’s or the finance com- 
mittee’s fault that the job was not 
done satisfactorily. To us and to 
the others who knew the inside 
story of that meeting last Decem- 
ber called not by the association, 
not by the selectmen, not by the 
finance committee but by the 
Board of Public Works, these re- 
sponses to the complaints ‘were 
neither manly nor truthful, because 
that meeting really decided to 
eliminate waste, not to eliminate 
snow removal. 

In the editorial, we remarked: 
“We can’t believe the majority of 
that board is aware of or approves 
of this practice.” And we were 
right. Last night that editorial 
sizzled right into the waste basket, 
because the Board called us and 
stated that it was not passing the 
buck to any other group; it was 
taking full responsibility for the 
job itself It was an experiment 
that was being tried to see how 
inexpensively a job could be done. 

So now that the Board has de- 
cided to take full blame for the 
job, let’s see if it can’t be given 
some credit for it. From the stand- 
point of the comfort and conveni- 
ence that we’re used to, the job 
was unsatisfactory; from the stand- 
point of economy it was satisfac- 
tory, for it cost $500 as against the 
former expenditure of over $2,000. 
The Board deserves credit for try- 
ing it out, for attempting to do an 
inexpensive job, And when you 
analyze how it was done, it is 
easy to see that the experiment 
may lead to economy with com- 
fort and convenience thrown in. 

The plan eliminated private truck 
plow hire; seven sidewalk plows 
were in use, and there were no 
more than the usual small number 
of complaints on sidewalk work. 
3ut there were complaints, justi- 
fiable we think, on the road work. 
Only the B. P. W. dump truck was 
used to plow the town’s 100 miles 
of streets. In the first afternoon 
and night it managed to make prac- 
tically every road in Andover pass- 
able with one lane in most places, 
two lanes on the big streets. In 
the ensuing two nights it pushed 
back another lane on most of the 
side streets, so that today, barring 
the storm which Rideout promises, 
the roads are plenty wide enough, 
the only difficulty being that the 
truck was not heavy enough to get 


very deep into some of the fall

That's | 
an amazing saving, isn’t it? If the 
town meeting votes to purchase 
the five new heavy duty trucks the 
Board is asking, and all the figures 
to date would indicate that it 
would be an investment that would 
shortly pay for itself, the difficul- 
ties encountered with the one 
truck would be ironed out. Instead 
of being done in three nights, the 
complete job would be done in one 
night. And these new trucks, with , 
their heavy duty rear ends, would 
be able to get deeper into the fall 
than the present truck can. They 
would take the place of private 
trucks costing three and five dol- 
lars an hour, and their operating 
cost, including driver, helper, de- 
preciation and everything else, 
would be only about $1.50 an hour. 
In other words, it looks like the 
old $2,000 job can be done for 
$500, without the delay and incon- 
venience encountered this time. 

Until the town decides, however, 
to buy these trucks, it might be 
well to hire a couple of private 
plows, spending $200 to $300 more 
per storm, and get it cleared up 
clean in one night, This would 
still be a saving of over 1200.

Into that little isthmus of An- 
dover recently has moved a 
family. After assessors from 
both towns decided it was An- 
dover, it became this town’s 
problem to educate the chil- 
dren. And under state law, they 
have ‘to be transported. 

The town could pay Wilming- 
ton to educate them, at $65 
each. But there are six of them 
now in school, and that’s quite 
an item, Perhaps it would be 
best to put an article in the 
warrant ceding that bit of ter- 
ritory to our neighbor. 

P. S.—There are two more 
youngsters yet to become of 
school age.
